The Murman railway, acccr ins 
to French ad.ices, is approach- 
ing. completion. In less than a 
year Russia has laid and set in 


operation four-fifths of the Ine 
that is to put her out of all 
dangers (f future isolation by 
the Teutonic pow rs. In a f-w 


more months the last 170 mies 
of the overland.route from Petro 
grad to the Artic ocean will, in 


.their turn, be completed. Russia 


will thenceforth te accessible to 
the ocean at all times, for Kola, 
the Murman port and terminus, 
is sufficiently -free of ice to be 
kept open to.entry throughout 
the winter seasons. 

A great part cf the task of 
building 750 miles of line was 
carried out during the frozen 
months in defiance cf the bitter- 
est climate in Europe. Endless 
and seemingly bottomless bogs 
were crosscd, though piles and 
pile drivers disappeared in them 
more than once. Hundreds of 
miles of tald rock outcrop, clear 
cf every vestige of soil, were 
leveled and smoothed out for the 
right of way by the patient use 


of dynamite. Thirty thousand 
men, more ‘or less, worked 
thr most of a year to carry 
out. the project. 

The line, as revealed im re- 
cently-published pictures, 1s a 
broad gauge single track route, 


fairly fre from. heavy grad<s and 
sharp curves. Forests along por- 
tions of the line will supply 
jlenty of wood, the ‘customary 
Rusian r.ilways fuel, for years 
ta come. The capacity of the 
route for freight should te eyual 
to that of a high-class single 
track line in the United Stat’s, 
or perhaps somewhat greater, 
owing to the absence of loc-| 
traffic along the route, a simpli- 
fieation for train schedules. 

The new rai'road and the new 
port, open the vear round, aad 
distant only 750 mil.s from Pet 
ro.red, will pres nly t rman t:

THE LIQUOR ACT COMES 
INTO FORCE JULY 1 


The prohi ition’ or liquor act 
will go into” effect in AlSerta on 
July 1, 1915. This will be here 
very shortly, barely six weeks, 
and the hotels and wholesale 
liquer places will go out of busi- 
ness as vendors of intoxicating 
liquors. 


Though the people of the ;ro- 
\incé studicd the act with more 
or less assiduity une it is 
ible that’ some b may 
now “have forgotten many of tue 
impoftant .parts of the act. In 
the first place, liquor for domes- 
tic Consumption must be brought 
in from outside the province. Al- 
though there is nothing in the 
act limiting the quantity which 
any one person can order from 
outsite points, yt there is the 
household restrictions, which 
says no householder can have 
more than one quart cé spirits 
and tvo gallons (one case) of 
beer or other malt li yuor. 

This cannot be bought from 
any of the professional men who 
are permitted to,sell liquor for 
medicinal, mechanical, sacramen- 
tal, or screntific purposes. The 
may have a quantity 
not exceediny five gallons at one 
time, the dentist not in excess 
of a pint, the doctor not exceed 


jing two quarts, the veterimary 
surgeon not exceeding one gal- 
lon. These can only be dis dursed

a settled basis. A druggist who 
fills medical certificates for lig 
uors and who has only five gal- 
fons or Icss in stock, wil not be 
able to carry much beer or alc 
He will need most of his permit 
for gin, whisky, brandy and wine. 

The provincial government, it 
is said, intends 


to call on tne 
professional associaticss affecved 
and ask their co-operation. It 
will ask the medical society, the 
pharmaceutical association, the 


veterinary surgeons and dentists 
to assist in enforcing the law. 
Members of these professions who 
are caught breaking the prohibi 
tion act will not only be fined 
or imprisoned, if tthe government 
plan is perfected. They will also 


be barred from membership in 
their) professional associations. 
This automatically dis yalifies 


them from doing business in Al 
acrta. 

The grounds under whih they 
can be disqualifid in’ this man: 


ner are multitudinous. They can 
fail to send’ monthiy reports, 
they can let liquor be consumed 


in their drug stores, they c an 
have too much ligucr in stocs, 
they can accept forged certif- 
cates, and they are guilty under 
the act if the violations occur 
through clerks cr other employ- 
es. The professional men must, ' 
therefore, be very careful, and 
the government expects to re- 
ceive much assi:tance frm t he 
associations in enforcing the act.' 
Just what the hotels wil do is 
‘conjectural. Some intend to 
alter their bars and make them 
into tea rooms and ice cream 
; some intend to cut out 
the bar-room and rent it as a 
business site. Many hotelmen 
are considering reducing the size 
of their rotundas and provrding 
extra rental space in order” to 
endeavor to counteract the loss 
of the bar incom:. 


It is said that several intend 
to let their bar space to profes-| 
sional men. Scme are intending 
putting a stock of drugs in the 


old barroom and running it asa 
venture under a qual fid druy- 
gist. When July comes” there 
will he many intcresting develop- 
ments, not only among the gov- 
ernment offcials.

All detail 


Concentration in Education Can Only 
be Obtained When Work to be 
Done is Suited to Tastes and 
Ability of the Learner 


The natural instinct of the infan. 
is to develop itself by exercise which 
we call “Play.” It has an inherenr 
desire to accomplish; the young child 
wants to do things and to overcome 
difficulties to its own satisfaction. 

Dr. Montessori has proved that by 
encouraging a child in its natural de- 
sires, instead of instructing it in what 
you think it ought to do, you can edu- 


cate it on a much more solid and far 
reaching basis It is only tradition 
and custom that ordains that educa- 


tion should be labor, and that as such 
it is good training for the child in dis- 
cipline and application. 

One of the original objects in Scout- 
ing for boys was to break through this 
tradition and to show that by giving 
attractive pursuits to the young, one 
could lead them to develop for them- 
selves the essentials of character, 
health and handiness. 

Mr. McMunn, in his recent wors, 
“A Path to Freedom in the School,” 
has stated the traditional method 
thus: 

“Some lunatic having evolved the 
idea 600 years ago that boys must do 
their work precisely in the same way 
ar adults, we have made that our idezl 
of education ever since, with a so- 
called discipline which is that of hang- 
cuffs and fetters, not of will.” . 

It is maintained by many interestec 
in education that concentration on the 
part of the child is most essential to 
its successful education, but is most 
difficult to obtain in school. 

I don't know what happens in school 
but I know that it is most easy to get 
concentration outside the school if 
you only give a child its own task to 
do in its own way. 

The thing is to study the child and 
see what interests it. Look at a 
youngster making sand castles on the 
beach, how he will go at it hour after 
hour until he overcomes his difficul- 
ties, and builds up his castle to his 
satisfaction. He concentrates the 
whole of his thought and the whole 
of his physical energy upon it. if 
you adapt such whole-hearted keen- 
ness to educational ends, there is no 
difficulty in obtaining the concentra- 
tion desired. 

This is exactly what happens in the 
Scout movement—on a step higher 
than the castles in the sand—but the 
success in results is the outcome of 
the child, and of utilizing his best — 
whatever it may be—for his own de- 
velopment. : 

Does the school teacher get his cer- 
tificate for knowledxe of tne child or 
for knowledge of the three “R's. 

The main step to success is to de- 
velop, not to repress, the child’s char- 
actér, and at the same time, above all, 
not to nurse him. He wants to be do- 
ing things, therefore encourage him 
to do them in the right direction, and 
let him do them in his own way Let 
him make his mist kes; .t is by these 
that he gets experience. 

Education must be positive, not neg- 
ative—active, not passive. For ex- 
ample, the Scout law in each of its 
details says, “A Scout does—” this, 
that or the other.

leaving a vacancy, without leaving 
widows and orphans, or fathers and}

beginning of the war I felt my place 
was here, and here I am.

In spite of 
the misery, the nights spent watching | 
in the cold which freezes every mem- 
ber of your body, in spite of the long 
marches when we com) back, our 
feet almost bleeding, in spite of the 
hunger and thirst (who are often our

Germans with their gases, their 
shrapnel, in spite of all this, and, 
lastly, but not least, in spite of the 
exile, after three months of service at 
the front and nine months of training 
using up al] our strength and energy, 
after all this, I say, I am happy to 
write that I am glad I answered the 
call to the colors, and that I find in 
the ample reward which compensates 
for all the misery, and I can raise my 
shoulders and hold them high. 
This is what you can answer to | 
those who enquire, and these lines 
you will keep for yourself. You have 
always understood me, Henri, and 
now more than ever—I know you un- 
derstand, and you will see if I am 
right. Are not the Montreal papers 
proud of their 22nd Battalion? if all 
had remained nailed to their native 
soil with wha‘ wouid they have form- 
ed it? And it is not one, but ten regi- 
ments they should have organized— 
you may rest assured they are doing 
their duty at the front. Before long: 
you will have an opportunity of seeing 
how the French-Canadians of 1915, can 
die rather than retreat. Our death 
wili cover with honor our native soil,

“28 No person shall use potson, 
poisonous grain, or. other  poison- 
ous substances, for the killing of 
gophers, rats or other vermin, in the 
hauntg of or in the neighborhood of 
the haunts of game birds or insectiv 
orous birds, unless such poison, pois 
onous grain or other poisonous sub 
stance is placed in holes.”

The German attempt on Verdun is 
regarded among war student, as the 
final chapter of bloodsned unparallel 
ed in history Every indication sug 
gests that the stalemate of 
trenches is coming to an end 
Generals in war councils have pon 
dered over plans to break the endless 
inactivity and jaunch a smash to draw 
the war nearer its close The Ger 
mans took the initlative at Verdun 
What) military experts predicted 
would happen, happened. The French 
lines fell Sack but not before the 
ground in front resembled a solid car 
pet of corpses. The second line of 
Teutons came fearlessly on, mounting 
over fallen comrades, to fall in hun 
dreds 
The third line of Germans fellowed 
the second. Those who withstood the 
fire spilled over into the French ljines 
Desperate hand tohand jattling en 


sued. In gome places the Germans re 
mained; in others they were driven 
out 

At some points the fighting borderea 
on the banks of the River Meuse, 
whose current carried bodies, French 
and German alike, downstream by 
hundreds At Dinant, Belgium, Ger- 


man troops fished the bodies out and 
gave them burial 

The only battle in modern European 
history that compares with Verdun 
wag the equally indecisive battle at 
Malpaquet, where Marshal Villars, at 
the cost of 12,000 casualties, put 20,000 
of Marlborough’'s British hors de com 
bat when the Marlborough army as 
saulted French trenches. The = glory 
of victory went to Marlborough be 
cause the French gave ground, but 
Villars sent the following message to 
Louis XIV. at Paris 

“If God in his goodness should 
vouchsafe us to lose another such bat 
tle, your majesty may consider your 
enemies annihilated.” 

Military experts are beginning to 
agree, after Verdun, that the present 
war has developed into a man-killing 
orgy, and can only be terminated by 


great battles. . 
A French private who saw the 
French retirement from Ornes, a vil- 


lage captured by the Germans, said: 
“T shudder when I look pack at if. 
Battalions advanced in close ranks 20 


abreast. Shrapnel rained on them. It 
was as if a man had been passing 
through the German ranks with a 
scythe, mowing them down. Hach

flew into the air. Odds and ends of 
ampuated limbs fell on top of us. In 
one small sector or two sections, a 
mere nothing, they fell by hundreds.”

Lieut) Joe Bourhis, the first Frepch 
military aviator to use a parachute, is
